The stamp is of the same size as the

The stamp will 
be on sale at other post offices as 
soon as production will permit. For 
the benefit of stamp collectors, the 
General Oglethorpe stamp will be 
available for sale at the Philatelic 
Agency, Post Office Department, 
Washington, D. C., on February 14, 
1933. The agency will not, however, 
prepare covers. 





Postmasters at direct and central 
accounting post offices may submit 
requisitions to the department on 
Form 3201-A, endorsed “Oglethorpe,” 
for a limited supply of the new com- 
memorative stamp. Owing to the 
small quantity to be printed, it will be 
necessary for shipments to individual 
post offices to be reduced to a mini- 
mum.

After ten years many of these 
stamps can be bought for less than 
half of what they sold for in 1923.

The price on Black Hardings 
has hit the bottom now, the really 
good ones will go up and the junk 
will still be junk. I imagine that the 
release of the Coolidge stamp will 
have a good effect on the market for 
Black Hardings, that it will revive 
interest in them again.

You can rest assured that Hoover 
Bros. will be very careful about the 
listing and pricing of the new stamp 
as they well remember the Black 
Harding. 


The issuance of buro prints in the 
higher values offers a peculiar situa- 
tion. In general precancels, the hori- 
zontal stamps with the precancel 
reading up is regarded as a normal 
stamp and is mounted in the set with 
lower value normals, likewise those 
reading down are considered and 
mounted as an invert. All buro prints 
as you know are printed normal only 
yet all the higher horizontal values 
read down. Now then will the gen- 
eral precancel collector have to revise 
his ideas on what is normal and what 
is inverted, and remount his stamps, 
or will a general precancel reading 
down be an invert and a buro print 
reading down be a normal? Maybe 
the general collector has been wrong 
all along and didn’t know it?

STAMPS Stamp collectors can well 
vs. ART feel proud of their hobby 

and the admirable way in 
which it has weathered the storm of 
the past few years. It is clearly evi- 
dent to anyone who is able to observe 
that the interest in stamp collecting 
is greater today than ever before. It 
should be as clearly evident to any- 
one who takes time to consider this 
thought that there is need for a vast 
amount of material to supply the 
needs of this army of new collectors. 
’Tis true that the bulk of the demand 
is for the commoner and cheaper 
class of stamps, the picture material, 
the attractive sets, those stamps 
which tell a story on their face. Deal- 
ers who have catered to this line of 
trade are doing a very satisfactory 
business and such falling off of trade 
as has been noted has been principally 
in the higher priced material. Not the 
extreme rarities, for they seem to be 
holding their own but in the line of 
stamps from a few dollars up to the 
hundreds of dollars. Even in this line 
however the market has not been

flooded with collections of fine quality 
material for the holders of material 
of this class have been able to. weath- 
er the storm and the principal diffi- 
culty of dealers catering to this class 
of buyers has been that this particu- 
lar class of buyers are temporarily 
out of the market. They are however 
holding on to their stamps for they 
have learned that their stamps have 
turned out to be their best invest- 
ment. 

Consider other lines that properly 
come within the luxury or hobby 
field. Rare china, bric-a-brac, paint- 
ings and such objects of art are suf- 
fering far more than stamps and this 
is principally because the big busi- 
ness in these lines has always been 
the high figure business. Such lines 
have no vast following of buyers of 
the lower priced items because there 
are no lower priced items as com- 
pared with stamps. In the line of 
paintings, prices start at a consider- 
able figure and buyers of this class 
of goods are almost entirely out of 
the market. 

On January 18, the art collection 
of the late Dr. French of Rochester, 
was sold at auction. Paintings con- 
sidered worth thousands of dollars a 
few years ago were knocked down for 
almost nothing. A Stuart portrait of 
Washington for which Dr. French is 
said to have refused $100,000, was 
sold at $300. Other choice paintings 
went at even lower figures so that 
we stamp collectors can well feel 
proud of the stability of our hobby. 


STAMPS AS The author of a column 
A HOBBY on Stamp Collecting in 

the Indianapolis Star 
of January 15, gives some very per- 
tinent and sound advice in a short 
paragraph. This writer says: “Soon- 
er or later every stamp collector be- 
gins to realize that some people are 
making money selling stamps. Then 
they begin wanting to sell them, too. 
Remember this: more fail at that 
game than succeed. Successful stamp 
dealing requires years of experience 


with stamps and_ keen business 
ability.”

stamps. It must be understood by 
collectors that the various objections 
against such illustrations have not as 
a rule been on the part of the Post- 
office Department. The law forbid- 
ding illustration of stamps has been 
the result of demands from the 
Treasury Department which depart- 
ment is responsible for the safety of 
United States securities. 

As the Iowa City Press Citizen 
says, “The probability of forgery un- 
der laxer rules, one of the reasons for 
such strict regulations, has been pro- 
nounced as almost negligible. Foreign 
governments permitting illustrations 
of postage stamps have had no se- 
rious problems of counterfeiting with

Farnham Sells Kay Collection 


The sixteen volume collection of 
United States stamps of the late John 
Kay of Detroit were sold intact by 
Fred E. Farnham, Detroit dealer, af- 
ter Mr. Farnham had completed all 
arrangements for the sale of the col- 
lection at auction in New York. 

The name of the buyer has not been 
made known but it is said that the 
collection will remain in the hands of 
a midwestern collector who had con- 
sidered the purchase of the collection 
before the death of Mr. Kay. The new 
owner will not break the collection 
but is to hold it intact. 

One of the prize pieces of the col- 
lection is a block of four of the 24c 
1869, of which but seven blocks are 
known. 

It is said that Mr. Kay obtained this 
block through an acquaintance with a 
former Postmaster General. Mr. Kay 
had seen this block in the archives of 
the Postoffice Department at Wash- 
ington and suggested a trade of four 
single copies for the block. 

After this arrangement was agreed 
to Mr. Kay bought three more mint 
singles and took the one he already 
owned and traded for the block. 

As Mr. Farnham points out, the 
sale of a collection of this magnitude,
